Members of the public who need 
ald-in-kind, which covers anything 
from hot meais for bed-ridden old 
to remedial lessons for 
achoolchildren, will be told flatly 
that there are no services avail- 
able because there is no budget 
for them. They wil] then be re- 
ferred to three volunteers who will 
offer to take them to “people who 
are responsible, such as the Min- 
ister of Soclal Welfare, the Ma- 
yor, and the deputy mayor in 
charge of social welfare.” Other 
municipal social services, such as 
the payment of welfare cheques 
and individual casework, will be

drawing aid-In-kind, social workers 
said at the press conference, was 
to “bring the tension sut into the 
open.” Social workers and their 
clients are exposed to severe pres-

“We are In the dreadful posi- 
tion," one social worker sald, “of 
saying, yes, we believe this old 
man must have blankets or he 
will freeze; but we have no mo- 
ney for it.

Social workers, Dr. Rosanfeldt 
said, were fed up with the “po- 
tical pingpong” that goes on 
whenever the budget defictt is 
mentioned.

agrees first and vice versa. This 
way nobody ever gets any budget,”

Wear invalids threaten 
Protest measures

TEL AVIV.—Thirteen thousand war 
invalids are threatening demonstra- 
tions and sit-down strikes in front of 
Treasury and Defence Ministry of- 
fices unless a series of demands made 
by them are met within a week, 

The chalrman of the Association 
of War Invalids, Mr. 5, Lederman, 
told The Jerusalem Post here yester- 
Gay that the demands made by the 
disabled veterans were “predomi- 
nantly of an emotiona! nature” and 
involved charges of inefficiency in the 
rehabilitation centres as well as dis- 
crimination in comparison with 
non-army handicapped. 

Mr. Lederman denied allegations 
that the demands made by the in- 
valids would increase the Defence 
Ministry's rehabilitation budget by 
40 per cent. The amount, according 
to the organization’s calculations, 
would not exceed 20.2 per cent of the 
Present budget, he said. 


As examples of discrimination, he 
said that lt was easfer for a civilian 
invalld to obtain tax exemption on 
car purchases than war invalids. 
Loans for the purchase of flats were 
inadequate, he said. A person with 
80 per cent disability Is entitled to 
only 115,000. 

As far as actual rehabilitation is 
concerned, the ‘Jaffa centre is not 
equipped to deal with the problems 
it has to cope with, he charged. 
There is, for example, no labour ex- 
change there, he claimed. 

The decision to stage sit-down 
Strikes and demonstrations was 
taken yesterday at a meeting of the 
National Secretariat of the War In- 
valids Association, It was passed un- 
animously and comes to reinforce the 
severance of relations with the De- 
fence Ministry. 

“We want people to help us solve 
our problems and not talk to us 
about budgets," Mr. Lederman said.

West Bank to face

West Bank iculture is on 
the verge of a labour shortage. 
In order to meet the problem 
before it .attains troublesome 
proportions, the farmers ot the 
region are encourage 
eviitch from "high labour low- 
profit crops to crops which re- 
uire less labour and at the same 
time yield greater profits. This 
was announced at a press con- 
ference in Jerusalem yesterday 
summing up_ the agricultural 
year on the West Bank. 

Mr. Assael Ben-David, the senior 
Agriculture Ministry official at the 
Miltary, Government, explained 
that the daily wage of farm la- 
bourers has risen from IL5-IL6 two 
years ago to TL11-TL12 today. In 
addition they demand and get an 
extra 24150 for every hour over- 
time which they work in the after- 
noon, With 32,000 West Bank ia- 
bourers crossing: the Green Line 
daily to work in Israel agriculture 
and industry, there simply isn't any 
reserve of labour left on the West 
Bank. As wages are higher ijn Is- 
rael than locally, the West Bank 
farmer cannot hope to attract 
many labourers away from work in 
Israel 2 

The main task which his team 
has faced this year is persuading 
the farmers to change their crops. 
This policy is aimed at directing 
production toward the market 
needs, thus raising the income of 
the farmers, he noted. 

The total value of the agricul- 
tural produce of the region during 
the past agricultural year was 
11220m,, compared to IL170m. the 
previous’ year. The average income 
of the small farmer (owing be- 
tween five and 20 dunams) rose 
over the past year from 111,750 
to IL2,250, © 
.The Ministry team in the West 
Bank ls made up of 16 professional 
Israeli workers and 340 local work-

This team deals with a ferm- 
ing population of 50,000 families 
ving in 450 villages.

Currently lambs are 
slaughtered after about two-and-a- 
half months; however, by feeding 
them for an extra 100 days, Min- 
istry experts believe that they will 
put on an extra 30 kilos, thus 
bringing a much higher return for 
the farmer. The Ministry fs financ- 
ing a quarter of the cost of the 
extra feeding as an incentive to 
the farmers to participate im this 
project. It is hoped that, if this 
works out, the West Bank will be- 
come self-sufficient In supplying its 
own meat needs. 

This past year also saw the West 
Bank farmers making their first 
major break into the Israeli mar- 
ket, Mr: Ben-David reported Some | 
6,000 tons of their grapes were 
sold in Israel for both domestic and! 
industrial consumpiiou. The farmers 
also managed to get permission 
to market their plums legally in 
Israel for the first time. In former 
years the plutis were smuggled 
in, and thus the farmera got much 
lower prices.

Prisoners’ mail

According 
to “Delia,” her boyfriend sent her 
to Israel where, he said, she would 
become acquainted with his family 
before he would marry her. Mean- 
while, he had given her 8 valise to 
fake along and deliver to his rela- 
tives. 

The valise contained nine 
of explosives plus some electrical 
detonators. According to experts, 
there was enough material in her 
valise to blow up a multi-storey 
building.
